HE Imperial Potentate, 

Calhoun, was born in Athens, Texas, 
on August 22, 1894, the son of the Rev. 
John Caldwell Calhoun and wife, Bettie 
(Moore) Calhoun. His parents were of the 
sturdy, upright, and God-fearing stock 
typical of the men and women who pi- 
oneered the paths of civilization in the 
early days of the state. 

Mr. Calhoun received his education in 
the public schools of Tyler, Cumberland 
University, and the University of Texas, 
and was awarded the degree of Doctor of 
Laws from Centenary College. 

In 1920, at the age of twenty-five, he 
became a candidate for and was elected 
District Attorney of the Seventh Judicial 
District of Texas, which position he held 
for more than three terms. A profound 
student of the psychology of the average 
man, and able and searching cross- 
examiner, whose eloquent and impas- 
sioned appeals carried him into the heart 
and conscience of the jury, he was a bril- 
liant prosecutor and established an envi- 
able record as one of the most vigorous 
and successful prosecuting attorneys who 
has ever served the people of Texas. 

In 1927, Mr. Calhoun was appointed 
Assistant Attorney General of Texas, and 
in 1928 he was designated as First As- 
sistant Attorney General of Texas, which 
position he held until March 1, 1930, when 
he resigned to re-enter the private practice 
of law at Tyler with Thomas B. Ramey 
and Bryan Marsh under the firm name of 
Ramey, Calhoun, and Marsh. This asso- 
ciation continues to the present time, now 
under the firm name of Ramey, Calhoun, 
Marsh, Brelsford, and Sheehy. 

While in the Attorney General’s De- 
partment, he was sent to various sections 
of the state as special prosecutor in unusu- 
ally difficult situations, and gained state- 
wide prominence in his relentless prosecu- 
tion of organized crime rings and corrupt 
officialdom. He figured in securing convic- 
tions in some of the most noted murder 
trials in Texas Criminal Jurisprudence.

As a tribute to Mr. Calhoun’s success in 
his various fields of endeavor, he has been 
listed in “Whos Who in America,” 
‘‘Who’s Who in Law” and ‘‘Who’s Who in 
Methodism.”’ 

He is a Past Master of St. John’s Lodge 
No. 53 of Tyler, Texas, he is past Com- 
mander of Knights Templar, Past Poten- 
tate of Karem Temple, and Past Presi- 
dent of the Texas Shrine Council. He is 
director of his Court of the Royal Order of 
Jesters and is sovereign of his conclave of 


the Red Cross of Constantine. He has re- 
ceived the 33rd and last Degree of Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry. In 1931 he was ap- 
pointed as Grand Orator of the Grand 
Lodge of Texas. In 1933, he was elected 
Grand Junior Warden, thereafter serving 
successively as Grand Senior Warden and 
Deputy Grand Master and as the Cen- 
tennial Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Texas in 1936-37. He is the recipient of 
the Henry Price Medal from the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts.
